Nonuan Shav Spoke at 
Mechanics ] Institute 
Last Nighr 

PIONEER BIOG RAPHIES 

Rumf ord, Davy, Joule, 
Named Tliree Greatest 
. Students .of Heat 
Phenomena 

In his lecture at the Meclunlcs' In- 
stitute last eWning, Professor A. Nor- 
mon Shaw stated that perhaps the 
greatest contribjitloa of those 
"Pioneers In ' tlie Stuiqr of Heat.^aridtej 
from the value of i&ir .'rfxMlaS^''ml^ 
llghtenment, is the System evolving from 
it of mechanical factories which dp 
their part in cmployiiig millions of In- 
dividuals. 

The speaker, . professor of Physics at 
McOlU University, confined his dis- 
cussion to the three whom he consid- 
ered have made the greatest contribu- 
tion to man's progress in this field: 
namely, , Rumf ord, Dsyy and Joule. 
iB im aa tmK^'^ Count , Rum- 
fwSTf^^lutjoniiwdl'f |]^e ; miinufit^ 
of artillery and amintinitlon, as well as 
Improved the sanltairy and hygienic 
conditions of his day. Accurate and 
painstaking in all his experiments, he 
kept statistics eonoeming all his ex- 
perime^l^^d^jw.no^ 
tility olPsJSwjects^ifôi^^ 

He deveibped* t^^^^nUable metli- 
ods for méasuringlfuianilnatlon, the 
famous Rumfor«l siudow Method of 
Photometry, experimented with con- 
duction and convection currents, evol- 
ved theories concerning radiation 
served In ' revolutionizing,, syistems of 
heating: and yèhtilaticjD^ 
in a ' relatively ' tttt^m^^SSSimias 
greatest contribution was the theory 
of the Conservation of energy in which 
he declares that energy, though trans- 
formed by . chemical | and mechaniical 
influences, is always] retained though 
^^nne other forn^ Rumf ord was 
lumwrtrumental in' intipducU^ an ef- 
ficient: code; et-martâ»>algna]sr in -or- 
ganizing community administration 
wâ'ln the field of scientific phliànth- 

' 'Bm^^^^^^uâelts in 1763, his 
later career was greatly Influenced by 
the death of his father and the ad- 
vent of a stepfather who personally 
supervised his education. At a very 
early age ; Rumf ord - displayed extraor- 
dinary ability in mathematics, and at 
the age of 14 he, calculated successfully 
the elements of an eclipse. After study- 
ing medicine .for a few years he mar- 
ried an extromely.weiidthy widow, some 
14 years his senior, when he himself 
was but nineteen years old. 

Varied Career 

His marriage changed his outlook 
considerably, affording him more leis- 
ure time for experimentation and social 
activity. The '•. American " Revolution 
began .hte^cuépl^^sbldle»:: . was 
made a'^S9i^^SfS'®'v''RèTOlutionary 
army, largely through his wife's Influ- 
ence, and after studying military tac- 
tics, he developed. a munition produc- 
tion to some great degree. Owing to 
the persecution of those resenting his 
sudden rise in the army, he was foroed 
to resign and later joined the ranks 
of the English. 

In 1779 he was made^a^J^Uow of the 
Royal Institute at Lotidm^wd at the 
age of thirty he was promoted; to the 
rank of colonel.in the British army. 
During his extensive travels on the 
continent he was befriended by the 
Elector of 'Bavaria and due to. his 
many reforms in that country he was 
given phenomenal authority by the 
Elector." . ' ' .'.' " '■■ 

Knighted By King 

At the age of 31 he was knighted by 
the king of England, and a few' years 
later this title chtuged to that of a 
hereditary. Count of the British' Em- 
phre. At the age of 69, his first wifé 
having died, he, married the widow of 
the celebrated French chemist, Madame 
j f^'^^'^^Mspa^g^ ^'as unsuc-

Open For Graduates 

Each Award of £250 Tenable 
For Two Years 

Thé Royal Commission for the Exhi' 
bltlon of 1851 is offering three scholar 
ships to Canadian students In 1935. 
• These scholarships, of the annual 
value of . £250 (approximately $1,250) 
and normally tenable for two years, 
are awarded to graduate students in 
scientific subjects who haye already 
done successful researoh work. They 
must be held outside Canada. 

Intending applicants are required to 
obtain the support of the professors 
with whom they are working and of 
the chairman of the department, and 
also to send a letter of application to 
the Registrar.

We feel that today university thought 

I sli(i>uld be directing the nation rather than 
scoffing at those who are attempting to 
Ï direct it. We feel that the universities

l^riécessita* 3. We feel that many university 
< leaders, by their nàrrowminded attitude 
and smug unconcern of outside considera- 
■tions are disgracefully neglecting to exert

; ' We feel that economists, sociologists 
and psychologists can contribute greatly 
to our modern welfare and that in reality 
they are making only slight contributions.

benefit our modern society. We feel that 
university leaders reveal positive proof 
of their incapacities in this line when they 
ridicule each other and each other's pur- 
suits.

Wanted: A New Deal 

For The Universities . ^■ 

THE time is ripe for à revision of ' the 
. .general status of our universities. 
Education must advance in step . with the 
trend of development of civilization, . .In 
thi^ respect, a six-point program is siig- 
gested : 

ttel.tejiThe -university man should have if 
inewswdesires a decent chance of applying 
iiis education in the service of his country. 
At the present, time the connection between 
government and university is decidedly 
remote. Though , the salary be only mod- 
erate, many a college graduate would pre- 
ferably; choose Tioliti eslorAtlftMciviL service 
if opportunity -off ef?Si^ 
■could alter to the extent that a political 
position would not be regarded by thé 
public as a racketeering enterprise. Our 
young scholarship men sliould be eagerly 
recruited, and not, as is genferally the case, 
gently derided as Seing stuffed with im- 
practical theory. Canada needs more 
statesmen and fewer politicians. 

2. College athletics, having had a phen- 
omena) gro\yth, now occupy a large, part 
of : the undergTf'aduate world. " Sports 
should not be disposed of as merely a major 
activity, but should be incorporated directly 
in the university curriculum and be under 
faculty supervision. That is, a Depart- 
ment of Athletics should be established. 

3. The university cannot and should 
not remain aloof from the teaching of the 
social amenities. There are no courses, 
even ; i ncludihg ; philosophy, which direct 
men aiicl women in the arts of living and 
conversing with one another day after 
day. Too many college courses wander 
away from the main track of human <».v- 
istence. , 

4. The individual student should be 
made to express himself' more; his con- 
victions, his -questions, and his fallacies 
should by \one means or another be given 
personal attention. Mass learning and 
unweildy classes are killing independent 
initiative. The reputation of the univer- 
sities is consequently suffering. 

5. The campiis should boast at least 
one good faculty magazine dedicated to the 
arts and sciences and contributed to by 
the best thinkers of the univer.sity. ' 

6. Rather than the loose system' of 
half-déad activities, a Student-Faculty 
Board of Activities should lend dignity 
and purpose to the extra-curricular work 
of undergraduates. Student efforts should 
be encouragèd rather than scoi|u»d^ikd^e|| 
a's they do not interfere wiwffi^la^cfl' 
work. 

These thoughts, while concerned with 
McGill, apply in principle to every Cana- 
dian university.

Hart House Revietc 

QN WEDNESDAY NIGHT, under the auspices of 
the Wednesday 9 O'Clocks. the Hart House 
String Quartet of Toronto presented a programme 
of representative chamber wori-j. The friendly 
gesture* of the players- in descending from their 
dlas and playing in the centre of the hall, did much 
to convert' a chilly audience into a comparatively 
receptive one. The warm and human .Schumann 
work which opened the programme, did the rest. 

The quartet was Schumann's first, Opus 41, 
No. 1, in A minor. Schumann neglected this type 
of composition until he had.iijready wi-ittea widely - 
for voice, piano and orthestra. The Toronto gx'oup^ 
did full justice .to this mature work of tl^e great 
romanticist, the melting Adagio being especially 
cliaraoteristJc. Haydn's youtliful Opus 3, No. 3, 
came next. It was the same quartet as the Mont- 
real ensemble played here last fall. In the hands 
of the visitors It proved ' once aKlntâ^rmlng, 
though M. Sicotte's straightforward'^itlgm^of the 
Serenade was just' as pleasing as tlie rattier sophis- 
ticated rendering which the Toronto, plaj-ers gave 
It. Hie tour dé force,' however, ceme at- the end 
of the evening. 

Beethoven's last quartet, Opas 135 in F major, 
exacted some splendid playing. It is his last com- 
plete work, and It is quite sliort. Hie first move- 
ment echoes a series of moods suggestive of ir- 
reconcllabie metttal states, moods which -recur con- 
tinually in the master's works. In this case the 
movement is leavened with a lightness which is a 
welcome development, "T^is. lightness breaks loose 
with gi'eat vlgoiu-- In thé «cWtd movement marked 
viv^^^^^|reealls one, to the.:'jpy(m|a^ 
3-4'^PmP'mîîcn are the mosk Vconâiœtly ^xw^^ 
uous feature of the symphonies. Restrained per- 
haps by a fear of upsetting the proportion of the 
design, the Toronto players took the movement at

riiuch more striking if played as the reckless Vi- 
vace the composer indicated. The Lento move* 
riient was played careftUly and 'a iittie stiffly In 
places, but witli an> earnestness which' comiqand- 
ed respect. This slow 'movement mirrors a mood 
familiar to those who know the Beethoven of his 
later years. It Is a mood which had received a 
poignant expression years before In the Adagio of 
the 'Hammerlciaviei'' Sonata, and which bursts 
forth again and again. The last of Beethoven's 
slow movements is wholly In character, and fits 
completely into this last quartet. It resembles the 
Cavatina of Opus 130, but without the acute an- 
guish which chàraoterizes that unearthly move- 
riiant. It reproduces for us an optimistic resigna- 
tion. 

The stage is now set for the finale, in whidi 
the question which evei7 human fllnis at the 
facteWUife: ''Must it be?", is brought okise to reso- 
liiÈSn?^"ït must be!'' sing' the fiddles, and t*ie 
question whicti has oppressed Idealistic humanity 
Is answered by this supreme realist, the old nun 
Beethoven. Gone is ' thé bidlowing ctf the nhitb 
symphony. The answer is riot ii mad defiance,' 
nor a hopeless resignation, but a calm aceept«nce 
of reality with hope of better things. 

As encores, the players- gave us an Andante 
Oantablle of Tohaikowski, and the lôvely Alia 
Tàdesca movement from Beetlioven's Opus 130. 
"They proved their ranking among the first rate 
ensembles, and even those in the aiidlenoe who 
were a. little bewildered,- admitted that It was ai 
worth while evening as entértainment alone.

It was 
Rumford who had built these gardens, 
after first having drained the malar- 
ial swamps' which used to take the r 
place.

tl8ÎJ''liWàîlS^fleld, Sir Humphry Davy, 
noted as a philosopher, scientist, and 
poet of equal worth, Professor Shaw 
stated that the following quotation 
expresses accurately his character and 
ideals. "Unprejudiced reason is, my 
guide. My sole object .'s to serve the 
cause of humanity. 'What I am, I 
have made myself." Davy was a force-, 
ful and eloquent man, inclined to be 
vain and Jealous of any whom he 
considered might interfere with ^hls 
progress. 

, Bom In Penzance, Cornwall, though 
he was not given" the advantage of 
a good education, he showed great 
prom'se at an early age. When 17 he 
wrote essays and poetry, and showed 
great interest in the study of "natural 
phUosophy. After followhig up his 
observations and theories at the Royal 
Institute, he met and became tlie 
pupil of Rumford. He was made the 
head of the Institution at the age of 
25 and became a Fellow of the Royal 
Society. It was dnrhig this period of 
hlB career that he made his profound 
observat'ons on Caloric theory. 

At the age of 39, he tavented his 
safety lamp for miners, and after sev- 
eval years travelling in Europe, he 
died to 1830. James Prescott Joule, 
the" Inventor of highly sensitive meas- 
uring Instruments and the originator 
of electrolysis, followed up much of 
the work of bolh Rumford and Davy. 
He developed the system of refrlger- 
attag and wM|tto f rst to measui-e 
accurately ffiefveSclty of molecules. 
Joule made some valuable observa- 
>nfl on shootlpg stars and originated 
certain units of work.. His classic ex- 
perUnent caused the theory of the 
Conservation of Energy, so long 
laboured over, to be declared proved, 
Perhaps his greatest contribution to 
science was the discovery of the me- 
chanical equivalent of heat. 

"Hasty general zation Is the bane of 
science, experhnentatlbn and accurate 
measurement are the foundation oi 
aU useful science," was Joule's creed 
expressed in a few words. A brewer 
by profession, he was esteemed tor 
his strength of character, as well as 
for his discoveries as a scientist and a 
philosopher.' 

He was born In 1819, near, Man- 
chester, and owing to Ul-health was 
tutored at home. At the age of 19 
he studied mathematics, chem'stry 
and physics, under the great teacher. 
Dalton. At the age of as he expert 
mented successftiUy with the mechah- 
Inl equivalent of heat. 

Professor A, Norman Shaw conclud- 
ed his speech with a few stanzas from 
the poem written by Sir Humphiy 
Davy,- "The Sons of Genjus," in wh ch 
he expresses quite adequately the 
lofty ambitions and Ideals of all these 
men. , , .

Frèshmen. As we all ki^ow, and 
some even remember, in those 
days McGlll was Uifested with 
that terror of Freshmen, initia- 
tion. Each faculty .used to initiate 
its own yearltogs, and somethnes 
a|t é é|Mnà ll8 |Bf that event actually 
'Plouna''5i5r^waiy into prtat. At 
that particular time the Com- 
merce class thought it fitttag to 
record such an event in the An- 
liual, so that their grandchildren, 
. .the students of -1935, will see and 
; aay m»^tè the grandeur of their 
'^imSB^s. We quote here the his- 
tory of the memorable Commerce 
Initiation. , . 

The Commerce Initiation 
rpHE early days ot October and the 
late days of November saw a large 
number of . b e w 1 re d and inno- 
cent-looking c;i|jff^(fr:ce freshmen 
wandering about' McOUi's Campus, or 
exploring the labyrinth of the Arts 
Building. All were beginning to reach 
the conclusion that the Bulletin of 
the School of Commerce was rather a 
dead issue, as far as information was 
concerned, and that the Arts Buildhig 
presented a difficulty In getting from 
one lecture room to another on time. 
Some were beginning to know that 
one had to get in the cellar, through 
another class room, and climb another 
set of stairs, to get to room one hun- 
dred and three. English lectures and 
Political Economy seemed^to be alto- 
gether mythical. BwlâesVaïese' wor- 
ries, slight rumours of hiitlation were 
floating around. 

Tlie Commerce freshies had the 
privilege of watching the flrst-year 
Arts men, decked out In 'thch: clerical 
collars and reversed vests. They saw 
the Science Frosh decorated with his 
baby bonnet and green ribbon attach- 
ed. Once in a whUe they saw a Med. 
freshmen, easily recognized by his flow- 
ing red Bilk cravat. These thtags* add- 
ed no ease to ther peace of mind, 
but rather fUlèd them with a vague 
aw»rehensionofwhat the subtle Soph- 
omores had^hi store for them. Hie 
sopha were entirely unkrown in most 
cases, so the P«|^Bmirce freshmen 
knew not from whom- to expect th» 
attack. 

rot several days the Economics pro- 
fessor had unfaUlngly been absent 
from his lecture. One bright October 
momtag the class was, as usual, on 
hand for this lecture. Talk of organ- 
izing a resistance to the impending 
danger, was very frequent, and this 
momng, there belsj no prcîjssor 
orgaiilzation was tlie main th'emé' 
Suddenly, someone suggested - that a 
class executive should be elected, and 
they m turn shdiUd organize a resist- 
ance group. He was told to take the 
chair.

One morning; the members of the 
class^betog new to the way of Univer- 
sity life, had read the buUetln board 
religiously, as was their wont.
